.amp  thill  is  a market  uown,  head  of  a petty  session- 
al division,  and  is  centrally  situated  in  the  countv. 

45  miles  from  London,  and  8 miles  South  of  Bedford /The 
town  stands  on  high  ground,  shielded  on  the  North  and 
E<^s  c by  hills  and  open  go  tno  South.  Its  position  on  a 
dry  sandy  soil  renders  it  very  healthy,  while  the  scenery 
of  the  neighbourhood  is  picturesque.  The  Town  is  lighted 
with  gas  from  Luton  and  electric  light  from  the  Bedford 
Corporation.
